On the 23id March, 1985. the Delhi Transport Corpora¬ 
tion Wotkers' Union gu\e a call for strike. Though the 
talks were held with the Government yet these eventually 
failed. It was decided th.it as the strike was illegal, efforts 
might be made to ply as cnarry buses on the road hs possible 
with the help of DAC Workers. On the moinmg of 
23-3-1983, Shri A, K. Agrawal, Deputy Comtnissionet of 
Police and Slwi Ujjwal Mishfa, Assistant CominissiOTiW of 
Police, alongwith other Police force ordered for the out- 
shedding of buses. At that stage the striking workers became 
violent and started throwing stones on the police party. Shii 
A. K. Agrawal planned his air.angements and force was de¬ 
ployed at the seven DTC Depots under his jurisdiction. He 
Went round all the depots and discussed the problems W'ith 
the concerned Depot Manageis. 

Shti Agrawiil reached Vusant Vihai Depot where DTC 
Wotkers were squatting .and wcie not allowing any bus to be 
but-shedded from the Depot. He argued with the agitating 
workers and asked them (u temain peaceful. The workeis 
became agitated and they started brick-batting on the police. 
The police also fired n few' rounds in the air to disperse the 
mob but of no .ivail. During the briek-bnlting, Shii Agrawal 
was hit on the head and the eye and was removed to the 
hospital. Shri Mishra. who remained behind, tried to save 
a few Vehicles fiom hnPnlng vvhich were set on lire by irate 
mob. Shri Roop Ciiand and Sh'i Jaspal Singh, Inspectors 
of Police, fought hr.ively even when thev sverc pinned to the 
ground and beaten mcrcilcssN liy the ciowd. They stood 
their ground to eiisuic that othcis could retreat and take a 
position of safety and advantacc to retaliate'and stop the 
violence." Fi'inlly. Shri Roop Ch.ind and Shri Jagpal Singh. 
Jnspeclors, started losing consciousmess. They were removed 
to Safdarjang Hospital and were haspiiahsed with fractures, 
head mjuries and other wounds. Subsequently, leinforce- 
ments were brought and situation was brought under control,

As a part of the agitation on the foreigners issue, a call for 
36 hours A.ssam Bandh was given on the 19th November, 1981 
by All Assam Students Union and All Assam Qana SanfiTani 
Purishad with a view to paralysing normal life in the State. 
The State Ciovernment decided to keep the road, i -il, air- 
Iraffic running and offices etc. open during the Bandh period 
As a part of their strategy, the extremists managed to plput 
two very high powered bonfbs-one filled with fuse wire below 
the culvert No, 53 in K.M. 4'-9-10 and the other below n 
railway line at K.M. 5/6 between Oauhati and Kamakhya 
Railway Stations, having pressure mechanism with elcctriad 
initiator/.ictiviser device. The first one was meant to below 
off the culvert whereas the other one Was placed with a design 
to blow off the tram carrying passengers as the device was 
to be activiacd by pressure of the wheels of the engine which 
would have completed the contact circuit. The bombs were 
detacted timely by the Police patrol party and gangman on 
duty. 

On receipt of the information Shri G. M, Srivastava, 
Supdt, of Police alongwith Addl. TO Police and D. O* 
Kamrup, visited the spot. After careful study of the device 
and location from Safe distance he selected Inspector Golap 
Chandra Bai'kakoti, briefed him for defusing and I'emoving 
the bomb from under the culvert, Shri BarkaToti defused the 
bomb arid removed it from the place, Shri Stivastava re- 
nioved the cover and exposed the second bomb. He, then 
with the help of Inspector Barkokoti, disconnected the bat¬ 
tery anti electrical connections. By defusing the two bombs, 
they were able to avert what could have been a disaster in¬ 
volving loss of lives of numerous people and national pro¬ 
perty. The Explosive Experts present at the site were hest- 
tant to harrdle the device as its nature was not very cienr 
and that it involved high risk to handie and article which 
was not ot the standaid pattern and With umdentined 
explosive.

Srivastava, Mipdt. of Police and Shri Golap Chandra 
Barkakoti, Inspectrir of Police, exhibited conipicuous gatlnn- 
tiy and courage.
